To the Council : 



The Executive Committee submits the following report of 
the condition and work of the Settlement and Guild : 

SETTLEMENT HOUSE. 

The University Settlement Society, as a result of the past 
Winter, has accomplished one of its principal objects in providing 
a point of contact, a place where all classes of society meet on a 
common ground. The Settlement House at 26 Delancey Street, 
serves as a residence for workers, as a basis for all the enterprises 
in which the Society is interested, and as a place of meeting for all 
who are in any way connected with, or interested in, the Society 
or the Neighborhood Guild, in any of its departments. That it 
has served its purpose so far as the Guild is concerned, is shown by 
the reports of the various clubs comprising the Guild which are 
appended, and we are fortunate in having found a house so well 
adapted for our purposes. A brief description of it may not be 
out of place. The first floor, covering the entire lot, 25x100, con- 
tains two large assembly rooms and a gymnasium. On the second 
floor are the library and reading rooms, and a large room which is 
used for club purposes and as a cooking school. On the same floor 
are lavatories. On the third floor are two large rooms and one 
smaller room, used for clubs and classes, and also as pool and 
billiard rooms. The top floor is used exclusively by the residents, 
and includes a sitting-room, dining-room, three bed-rooms, pantry, 
kitchen, etc. The expenditure of considerable money was neces- 
sary to put the house in repair and furnish it, but the establishment 
is now in good order, and there are three workers in residence. 
Dr. Stanton Coit was the first to take up residence, and his presence 
and strong personality at once revived all the old energy and 
enthusiasm of the Neighborhood Guild and drew to its support a 
number of new allies. Dr. Coit will return in August to take 
charge of the w"ork during the Fall and Winter. 



In renting a house of this size, which can only be maintained 
at a large expense, the Council have assumed a heavy responsibil- 
ity, but they have done exactly that which the Society was 
organized for, and they rely with confidence upon the support of 
its members. A careful system of checking all expenses has been 
devised, and it is intended that the cost shall be reduced to the 
lowest possible minimum, and that every dollar subscribed shall be 
made to count. Under the guidance of Dr. Coit we may well feel 
assured that the work of the Neighborhood Guild will be ably and 
successfully administered during the coming year ; and we have 
good reason to anticipate that it will witness a great advance 
towards the accomplishment of many of the Society's objects. 

RESIDENTS. 

Dr. Coit and Mr. Ashworth are temporarily abroad. Messrs. 
Sharp and Eiloart continue in residence, with Mr. Edward W. 
Ordway, A. B. (Harvard). 

TENTH WARD SOCIAL REFORM CLUB. 

Four Sections are in active operation. 

The Public Park Section has adopted Dr. Coit's plans for 
parks in the interior of blocks and has selected sites for that purpose. 
When plans and appraisals, now under way, are completed, 
petitions will be circulated throughout the ward. 

The Anti-Filth Section, of over thirty members, has pre- 
pared a circular setting forth the duties of city authorities, landlords 
and tenants, respectively, in matters of sanitation. Ten thousand 
copies will be distributed. A system of house-to-house visitation 
has been established. 

The Co-operative Stores Section is about to open a dairy. 
A room has been rented and a storekeeper hired. The best milk, 
butter and eggs will be supplied. Capital is to be raised by the 
sale of one dollar shares of stock. Considerable stock has already 
been taken. School teachers in the ward are aiding the section 
in its work. 

The Anti-Sweating Section has examined the law and 
secured the aid of Assistant Factory Inspector Franey. Evidence 
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is being collected by members, who have visited typical "sweating 
dens." Several labor unions will co-operate with this section in 
bringing offenders to justice. 

SUNDAY EVENING LECTURES. 

Lectures have been given by Mr. A. Cahan, on " What Phil- 
anthrophy can do;" by Mr. M. Alinekow, on, " The Russian 
Treaty; " by Dr. Agnes C. Vietor, on, "The Cholera"; by Mrs. 
C. R. Lowell, on, " How to Help Other People; " by Rabbi Radin, 
on, "Crime and Immorality in the Tenth Ward"; and by 
Lloyd McKim Garrison, on "The Relation of Law to the People." 

IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY 

Consists of thirty-eight women over eighteen years of age. 
Members have had three months of lessons in cooking, paying for 
materials themselves at the rate of five cents for each member; are 
now on the second month of calisthenics at five cents each; and 
are beginning a two months' course in millinery, paying for materials 
five to ten cents for lessons. Light refreshments are served after 
classes, for which members pay five cents each. Misses Mosenthal 
and Johnson have charge of the Society. 

CHADWICK CIVIC CLUB, JUNIOR. 

Club is composed of twenty-three young boys, eleven to 
fourteen years of age, meeting Monday and Thursday evenings, 
under the direction of Robert Clark. Knowledge is required of 
business-like conduct of meetings, which are followed by reading, 
declamation, music, etc. Members of this Club give valuable aid 
to the Social Reform Club, in distributing circulars, securing 
names to petitions, and are also active in helping at the Club 
House. Two base-ball nines have been formed in the Club. They 
pay five cents for weekly dues, half of which goes to the University 
Settlement Society and the balance is devoted to Social Reform. 

THE DAISY CHAIN CLUB. 

Club is composed of twenty-six little girls, eight to twelve 
years old. Kitchen gardening, singing, marching, games, fairy 
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stories and sewing. Misses Goldmark and Johnson superintend 
the class. The objects of the Club are to train the social instincts 
and to inculcate order and neatness. Initiation fee, five cents ; 
weekly dues, three cents. The Club has made a contribution to 
the Guild treasury, 

SATURDAY EVENING DANCES. 

Class conducted by the Improvement Society (girls) and the 
O. I. F, Club (boys). 

Composed of eighty-two young women and eighty-three young 
men of the Tenth Ward, who pay $1.60 for men and $1.20 for 
women for the cost of twelve dances. Dues pay for dancing- 
master at $10 per lesson and music (piano, violin and cornet). 

Balance is contributed to the Guild. No young woman under 
eighteen and no young man under twenty admitted. 

Master of ceremonies, James Galvin. 

GYMNASIUM. 

Room is used at different hours by girls, young men and boys 
respectively. Dues are five cents per week, part of which pays 
instructor, the balance going to the Guild. 

Average number of girls, fifteen. 

Average number of boys, seventy-five. 

Class of young men, fifty. 

Gymnasium is now well equipped with pneumatic rowing 
machine, vaulting horse, parallel and horizontal bars, wall machines, 
striking bags, wrist machine, spring board, rings, trapeze, climbing 
rope, Indian clubs, dumb-bells, etc. 

About ten new members join weekly. 

KINDERGARTEN. 

Meets daily. Conducted by Misses Wilson and Arnstein, 
assisted by Miss Collis. There are fifty-two children in the class, 
with an average attendance of forty. Dues are ten cents per week 
for each child, which pay for the daily luncheon of bread and milk. 
Mothers of the District are fast gaining faith in the school. Addi- 
tional room and teachers are needed. 
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LIBRARY. 

Library and reading-room are well supplied with magazines 
and periodicals. About 735 new books have been added to the 
library, the total number of volumes reaching 1,225. 

Fee for children is five cents per year; for adults twenty-five 
cents per year. Total membership 193. Circulation from March 
15th to April 15th reached 573 volumes. Cataloguing by card 
index has been introduced and, through the efforts of Miss Moore 
and Mr. Veiller, is nearly completed. 

LINCOLN SOCIAL CLUB. 

Young men from fourteen to eighteen. Meets three times a 
week for discussion of social topics, under the guidance of Mrs. E. 
D. Brandeis. Dues five cents a week, of which half goes to the 
Guild. The club assists in house-work, distributing circulars, pro- 
grammes, etc. 

MAYFLOWER CLUB. 

Composed of about sixteen little girls who are taught sewing 
by Miss Louise Waterman. They are now making clothing for 
sick poor children and curtains for the Guild. The Club has a 
little over $2.00, dues of the members in the Treasury, of which 
sum it has generously contributed $2.00 to the Guild. Dues are 
three cents a week. 

TEACHERS' CONFERENCE. 

Held twice a month by the teachers of the Chrystie, Ludlow, 
Norfolk and Allen Street schools, with the women of the College 
Settlement, for discussion of " Child Life in the Tenth Ward." 

Their conferences have resulted in the formation of The 
Teachers' Branch of the Tenth Ward Social Reform Club. Much 
interest is manifested. The next meeting will be addressed by a 
physician on the subject of personal cleanliness and house sanita- 
tion. 

PENNY PROVIDENT FUND BANK. 

The number of depositors has increased to about four hundred 
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and fifty, including dormant accounts. Bank is open three times 
a week. 

Average daily receipts in February were §1.25; in March 
$3.54; in April $2.97. Depositors are mostly children. Employees 
of Ridley's Grand Street store have opened accounts, and there 
are several depositors who put in twenty-five cents or more per 
week. In charge of James K. Paulding. 

ORDER CLUB. 

Miss Winifred Holt, visitor. Club meets twice a week, for 
gymnastics, drilling, reading, debating, music, recitations, etc. 
There are fifty-two members (last year 27), from eight to twelve 
years of age. Dues three cents per week. Club has contributed 
$3.00 to the Guild Treasury. 

CLASS IN CRYSTALS AND MINERALS. 

Conducted by F. E. Stanton. Meets every Wednesday 
evening. Number in class is twenty-five, with an average attend- 
ance of twenty-five. This class is free. 

AMERICAN HISTORY AND POLITICS. 

Conducted by P- J- Mosenthal, Monday evenings. Lectures 
and discussions on civil government in the United States. Class 
of four. All have attended every session. Ages eighteen and 
upwards. This class is free. 

CHILDREN'S DANCING CLASS. 

Boys and girls from eight to fourteen years of age. Meets 
Wednesdays to play games, and on Saturdays to learn dancing 
under the direction of Miss Fairfield and other assistants. Dues 
are three cents per week. Number in Wednesday's class, 100; 
in Saturday's class, 12S. 

MOTHERS' MEETINGS. 

Held once a month. Mothers of the neighborhood meet the 
Kindergarten teachers to discuss social topics, particularly affecting 
the welfare and education of children. 
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O. I. F. CLUB. 

This club is the oldest in the Guild, composed of twenty-five 
young men, eighteen and upwards, who are divided into com- 
mittees to regulate and manage the Guild work. Members are also 
prominent in Social Reform work. 

POOL ROOM. 

Large room supplied with three tables. Room open daily from 
7 to 10.30 p. M. Annual dues of members twenty-live cents, with 
a charge of two cents per cue. Although only opened since Apri 1 
20th, all tables are running the entire evening, with an average of 
five cues per game. 

SINGING CLASS. 

Evening class for beginners under the direction of Mr. Frank 
Damrosch. Ten cents per lesson is charged. Number in class 
thirty-six, with an average attendance of twenty-five.
